THAT BOARD OF TRADE 


Periodically someone says ‘*We 
should have a Board of Trade’’, in fact 
a lot of people say it, to no avail. And 
somebody else says **We have one, It 
just never got started.’’ And then 
nothing more happens and a good many 
opportunities which could be furtherca 
by such a body go unheeded. So we are 
reprinting this editorial from the Col- 
ingwood Enterprise which inc'udes one 
from the Orangeville Banner, all show- 
ing that other towns have the same 
problems, which some of them face and 
others ignore. 

“After having an active Board ot 
Trade for seven or eight years here, 
the absence of it recently often recalls 
its valuable public service. At times of 
public holidays or the Christmas shop- 
ping season, there is no community 
body to inform the public of store hours, 
ete., such as we have noticed in weeklies 
conmng to our desk. In) Dunnville 
throughout December and over the New 
Year holiday the complete schedule of 
store hours is given. Apparently in 
Orangeville a similar problem exists as 
the Banner comments editorially 

The other day a citizen called The 
Banner to express his regret that 
Orangeville was now without a Board 
of Trade. He voiced the conviction that 
such an organization could be of real 
service to this town in various ways. It 
could help among other things, he 
thought. in the matter of the power eut- 
offs by taking steps to impress our citi- 
zens With the importance of saving elec- 
tricity in every way possible, for repre- 
sentations backed by the Board of 
Trade would carry more weight than if 
made by individual citizens. We agree 
with his opinion that Orangeville needs 
a Board of Trade. We think it a pity 
that the Board that had been ®perative 
for a number of years was allowed to 
cease to function, It did good work and 
was responsible for quickening the in- 
terest in civie matters. Tt was respon- 
sible too for the erection of the first ski 
tow in the Hockley Valley and attrac- 
fing outside attention to the skiing pos- 
sibilities of the Valley. The result of 
this spade work was evident last winter 
when several hundred city skiers visited 
the Valley every week-end when condi- 
tions were suitable for skiing, Orange- 
ville has grown considerably in the last 
two vears. This growth has brought the 
town new citizens and new problems. A 
Board of Trade could ponder these prob- 
lems and make appropriate recommen- 
dations to the town council. Then there 
is the possibility of action that will re- 
sult in attracting industrial enterprises 
io Orangeville. English and United 
‘States industries are starting many 
branch factories in Canada, Other towns 
ave benefitting fron: this industrial ex- 
pansion, Why should Orangeville not 
share in these benefits. What is worth 


advantageouesly to attraet industries. | 
Apart from all this it is a good thing for 


}usiness men to get toget!er at stated 
intervals to discuss the affairs of their 
ton and to plan for its improvement. 
Things don’t just happen in a munici- 
pality. ‘They have to be planned and 
worked for.”’

“Tt is of tremendous importance 
that we should fully understand the 
business circumstances of Newfound- 
land. Last year she bought $43,000,000 
‘orth of goods from Canada, $26,000,000 
from the United States and four from 
the United Kingdom. That is, 60% of all 
her purchases were made from us. Now 
let’s see the exports. Newfoundland ex- 


ported to the U.S. $24,000,000 of pro-_ 


ducts, to Europe, $12,000,000, to the 
United Fingdom, $11,000,000 and to 
Canada, $9,000,000 .That is, we buy only 
18% of hev exported goods. Now you 
see that for every $9 we bought from 
Newfoundland we sold her $43 worth. | 
That is an unbalance that the new order, 
will have to remove if everyone is to) 
prosper, That is the balance that led) 
many Newfoundlanders to vote against | 
Confederation... prophesy that it 
ever this marriage of 1948 ends ina bill!
